of the peace treaty. 
Germany says 
she lost a fourth of her grain l a n d s 
and altogether one-tenth of her te r­ 
ritory. 
She issued about $2•**,000,00.- 
000 worth of bonds during the

and a deficit of *10,000.000.000 re­ 
main- as a floating »lebt. 
The fiscal 
state of both countries without eco­ 
nomic stabilization portends but one 
result.

get Muscle Shoals. 
The situation makes apparent what 
a hard fight is ahead of those Sena­ 
tors who wish to. see 
Ford develop 
Muscle Shoals, hut I believe in 
the 
end it will result in victory. Victory 
may not come at thi* session of Con 
gress. 
The men who don’t like Ford, 
an 1 the influer cs that wish to see no 
«'evelopment of Muscle Shoals 
may 
combine with tho*e that wish to see 
the 
Government, 
ami 
no 
private 
agency, develop the property, and so 
defeat the Ford proposition, hut wt 
shall tight har»l to prevent that. 
Losing a skirmish 
doesn’t m atter 
if you finally 
win the battle. 
The 
Senators who are backing the Ford 
proposition as the only really prac 
tical proposal for the 
developm ent 
of Muscle Shoals for service in time 
of war ami to furnish farm ers 
with 
cheap fertilizers 
in 
tim e of peace, 
have a big tight on their hands and 
are in that fight for a finish. 
As I 
see it, it is Ford and the people on 
one side, and the F ertiliser Trust «nd 
the privatt* waterpower interest* on 
the other. 
In the end Ford and 
the 
people 
will

FEDERAL-A1I) 
ROADS 
IN C REA SED 600 MILES 


N early 600 miles nearer the goal of 
a completed eystem of highw ays 
for 
the United States is the report 
of 
the Bureau of Piiblie Roads of 
the 
United S tates Department of A gri­ 
culture for the month of July. 
The 
final goal, the construction of a sy s­ 
tem of approxim ately 180,000 miles 
of Federal-aid highway consisting of 
a network of trunk line 
and secon­ 
dary roads reaching into 
practically 
every coyinty is still a long way off, 
but we are 5,802 m iles nearer than 
at the beginning of the year accord­ 
ing to the bureau. 
Completed 
Federal-aid roads now 
total 18,290 mile.* 
with 14,012 miles 
under construction am! approxim ate­ 
ly 60 per 
cent com plete. 
Including 
projects not yet under 
construction 
Federal-aid roads in all stages 
now- 
total 40,888 miles. 
There is no indication of any slack­ 
ening of the greatly increased rate of 
progress which began with the sea­ 
son of 1021 as the States continue to 
pour in plan# for new projects and 
place them under 
construction 
as 
rapidly 
as possible. 
Nearly twelve 
and one-half million dollars was ob­ 
ligated to new projects in June and 
July, an»' in the week ending A ugust 
5 reports were received of the letting 
of 68 new 
projects 
and announce­ 
ments of 57 to be let. 
At the present time the force 
of 
the bureau is taxed to the lim it with 
the exam ination of new plans 
and 
projects, inspection 
of roads under 
construction and the planning of the 
Federal-aid highway system which is 
being goten into final shape.
